In this manner land U 
obtained for parks, post offices, forts 
and sUes used for other public pur- 
poses. Governments often confer the 
right of eminent domain on railroad, 
telephone and other private companies 
engaged In callings generally regard- 
ed as essential to the public trelfnre.
